Let any one ask 
himself where be obtained his knowledge of 
nny particular fact, lie is, probably, unable to 
tell, because it came silently, unpretendingly, 
p the newspaper. •

There in a single 
number, sometimes from one hundred and iilly 
to I wo hundred separate and distinct articles, 
each one conveying an idea, n fact or a senti- 
ment, and stated or illustrated so as lo pro- 
duce an effect, in enlarging the reader's stove 
of know ledge, or giving a ritiht direcliou to 
thought, feeling and action. Must not all this 
have its influence, and in the aggregate a 
mighty influence upon the reader? We think 
so.

Louisville Commercial. 

The Commercial is in error. The para- 
graph to which it alludes was Copied and 
credited to tho Lexington Gazette, and the 
expression of opinion in the casj which is 
criticized was out OUTS, but that of the Gazette 
The fact that Col. Goodloe, who hoMs the 
certificate of election is a Republican and 
Dr. I'rice the contestant, a Democrat, 
might lead us to prefer to see the county ot 
i'ayette represented by the latter, but would, 
in no respect, prejudice our mind against the" 
just claims of the former, in contesting the 
seat, Dr. I'rice exercises only the right which 
every candidate who bclievos he was not le 
gaily or fairl/ beaten has under the law, 
and the result will depend, we are salisfieu, 
entirely upon the soundness of his reasons 
presented to tho only court which can de 
cido the. cise — the Legislature itself. The 
grounds, as we understand thetu, upon which 
tne seat as claimed are, that a separate poll 
not provided 'or by law was opened on the 
day ol election, and that many fraudulent 
votes were polled for Col. Gjodloe. The 
latter, any one will see, is a question o, 
fact to be decided by evidence — the 
lormer one of law, winch, it has always 
sie ned to us would have been better re- 
ferred to the courts upon an application for a 
mandamus, but which may be salely li listed 
to the Legislature. It is claimed, we believe, 
that the contestant consented to the opening 
o' the new p 11. If so, it is only a question 
as to how far the consent ol any one can cure 
an alleged illegal pr o c e eding. Col. Goodloe, 
having the Certificate of election, will bake his 
seat when the Legislature meets, and the 
matter will go before a l.oaid of not mote 
than nine or less than live members of the 
House, as provided by the statute, who will 
be charged with an examination of the facts, 
and will report the same w hen duly ascer- 
tained. That they wil, bo governed by strict 
impartiality and discharge their duty in ac- 
cordance with their solemn oaths, we are as 
confident as that the House, in its ultimate 
action, will be unbiased by partisan prejudice, 
and decide the contest wholly upon its merits 
To argue that because the Legislaluie is 
overwhelmingly Democratic, it is only neces- 
sary for a Democrat to contest the scat of a 
Republican, would be judging that honorable 
body too much by the standard of morality 
which governed the Radical Congress when i 
so shamelessly violated decency by its acts in 
this respect. 



■•^According to late advices from Mex- 
ico the outbreak against the administration 
6f Juarez is assuming most alarming pro- 
portions. In all parts of the country, strong, 
popular men. are heading the people in oppo- 
sition to the I'rcsident. Tho State ol Oax- 
aca has pronounced in favor of the revolu- 
tionists. General l'orforio Diaz is at the head 
of a formidable army. The States of Aqua, 
Calientes, Durango, Zacatecas, and Coahuila, 
have also pronounced, and arcjmoving in the 
revolutionary cause. Smaller proiiunciainen- 
tocs have bccnsjssued in all the^States ; the 
Governors are resigning, and general alarm 
prevails everywhere. Disaffection exists in 
the army, and Generals (and Colonels, with 
their commands, are joining the revolution- 
ists. Other oflicers aro disaffected, and the 
government is paralysed- '1 he treasury is 
bankrupt, anil tho peripl* are going over to 
the revolutionists. These are the current 
rumors_of the day. Dut they must bo,takeu 
with great allowance.

THE PRESIDENTS HEW STABLE. 

The Washington correspondent of the Cin. 
cinnati Commercial gives the following ac- 
count of the elegant new stable which Gen 
Grant is building, lo be paid lor by the tax- 
payers of the country : 

The President is building n new stable for 
his blooded slock, his eighteeu horses, more or 
less, including the sore-tailed colt. It will be 
a first-class stable in every respect. It is built 
Of Philadelphia pressed brick, with brown Seneca 
stone trimmings, deep cornice, slate roof, sym- 
metrical chimneys, and handsome ornamenta- 
tion wherever it could be made available. It 
has a nice belfry and steeple, not unlike Dr. 
Newman's, but smaller. Horses don't need as 
high steeples as human beings, any way. The 
chime ol bells has not, so far as I can 
learn, yei been ordered, but it would hardly 
seem right to have a chime of bells on the Ad- 
ministration church and not on the Adminis- 
tration stable. The attention of Dr. Pratt, the 
horse-tamer, who contributed so liberally to 
the chime in Dr. Newman's church, and had 
one of ihc bells named for him, is called to this 
fact; nnd as Dr. i'ratt, the Administration 
horse-breaker, gave exhibitions for the benefit 
of the Administration c hurch, why should not 
Dr. Newman, Ihc Administration parson, give 
exhibitions for the benefit of the Administra- 
tion stables'? 

One of tho inscriptions on the Newman bells 
would answer for the stable beils, namely: ' In 
thai d ay shall there be upon the bells ot the 
horses, Holiness unto the Lord." The stable 
is also to have all the modern conveniences, 
gas, hot and cold water in every room (they 
lire rooms, although they are called stalls), 
with water-closets and bath-rooms attached. 
There is also, I believe, to be a reception-room, 
a smoking-room, a pantry, kitchen, sideboard, 
and all such elements of refinement. Each 
horse is to have his own quarters, dining-room, 
parlor, &c. There will be acompetent medical 
officer always in attendance. There will be 
rooms for blankets, lor whips, for harness, and 
for furs, and the carriages will be most com- 
fortably provided for. In the meantime, where 
is the money to come from?

November 15, 1871./ 

Dear Colon sir : Tears ago we had learned 
the fact that across the great "father ol 
waters,'' far off in the Western wilds, hail been 
fouud a secluded valley shut in by huge moun- 
tains; that a hidden band had "touched those 
mountains and they smoked," and from that 
touch, high up one of those- lofty peaks and along 
its base, there gushed forth thermal streams 
'for the healing of the nations." We had 
heard, too, that long before civilization with 
advancing step had moved this way, tho red 
man was familiar with the power of these 
wa'ers and pointed with adoration to the Ureal 
Spirit who sent them forth as free and pure ns 
t ic air he breathed in his wild-wood home 
The early pioneers, who, one by one, threaded 
their way through the trackless wilderness,, 
soon ascertained the potent agency residing in 
these springs for the cure of disease, and gath- 
ering up the legends anil traditions from |he 
savage binds who were pushing on nearer to' 
wards the setting sun, handed them down to 
their descendants, and they in turn to theirs, 
until hither the a'Hicled began to come. In 
course of time the place became famous; living 
evidences were to be seen iu the hamlets and 
the crowded cities of oncewastel forms re- 
stored to their wonted vigor, of attenuated 
cheeks blooming again with the freshness o' 
youth, and at the present period of time 
year by year, every part of our broad expanse 
of country is represented, as well as Europe 
an I the C inadas. 

As we had been a sufferer for nine successive 
mouths, dragging along through weary days 
a id sleepless nights, we concluded lo come in 
s arch of these rejuvenating fountains, and 
after a tedious journey of six days hailed at 
the Hot Springs of Arkansas. Heing the first 
d -legate from our "hill-girt city" to the in- 
vali I convention that here holds ils annual , 
aid we might say continual, sittings, we 
deemed that llie friends wo left behind would 
not object, at least to a few points of interes 1 
connected with this great rendezvous, and 
hence, we propose to give] through the columns 
of the Yeoman, some observations as indicated 
by the headings of this letter. Nearly ail the 
visitors that assemble here reside beyond the 
limits of the Slate, many at a great distance; 
and the question is often asked, what is 
the 

MODE OF ACCESS TO THE SPRINGS ? 
Commencing with Memphis, now a ccess ible 
by rail Irom all parts of the country, as a point 
of concentration, you cross the Mississippi by 
ferry and seat yourself in the coaches of the 
Memphis and Little Rock railroad. Until 
within the last year, this road extended from 
Little Rock lo Dnvall'i Bloff, on While river, 
and for a long timi it remained a problem 
whether it would go beyond that point. It 
certainly did require pluck and patience on the 
part of an engineer to project, and' still more 
so ou the part of a contractor tu construct a 
highway of travel through such a country. 
Low, marshy, subject to overllow, uolaiug de-^ 
sirable in the soil, and at certain seasons 
abounding with malarious poisou, it is hard to 
understand how the laborers escaped with life, 
after being subjected to Working, eating, and 
sleeping in those dismal swamps. Self-inter- 
est, however, coupled with the progressive 
spirit of the limes, overcomes all obstacles, and : 
thus the road has been completed after a fish- I 
ion. From Duvall's Bluff westward the region I 
is belter, the route being more elevated and I 
the land of preferable quality. The distance' 
is one hundred and thirty-live miieSj and [ear- 
ing Memphis early iu the morning, alter a. 
jaunt of ft;i hours you reach the terminus on 
the eastern bank of the Arkansas river, lie- 
Sorting again to a ferry, aud ascending a«h gh 
blulf on the opposite side, you are in Hie city of 
Little Hock, the capital of the State. Here 
let us remark, that although this is a place ot 
some tradeantl Importance, and with a reported 
population of fifteen thousand, it cannot effjurd 

anything that approximates a decent hotel. 
Since the war a spacious building has beeu 
erected for the purpose, opened Iu due form, 
put on considerable style in the way of price 
(lour dollars per day), but at last, solely from 
waxt of a little enterprise ou part of ihc cit- 
izens, it has gone uuder, and the place is su- 
pinely permitted to rest uuder tue reproach ol 
affording the traveler ouly fourth or fifth class 
houses at which to stop. As we were passing 
through, we saw what to us was a novel sight, 
but lo which the people of the South bave be- 
come accustomed, viz: Xegro policemen on (he 
streets swinging their batous With quite an air 
Of authority. We make no comments, us tins 
is not our subject, aud asking pardon fur a 
short digression we now go back U> the topics 
on Which we started out. 

From the capital city to Hot Springs there 
are two modes of conveyance — one by stage, 
the other by hacks, each taking different 
roads — ill e stage going on one to make connec- 
tions with stages lo olber points, the backs go- 
ing ibe other, supposed lo be the best. Here 
now begins the wear and tear part of the 
journey to invaliis; and from the experience 
ol your correspondent, he is at a loss to know 
how others, lar worse than he, ever survived 
the jolting and tossing along the way. The 
stage makes the trip iu fourteen hours, whilst 
the hacks require two or three days, according 
to the coniiuou of tiie passengers. The com- 
parison of the two routes brings to mind the 
story told of an early traveler, who intenogatid 
a settler at the forks of a road as lo w hich was 
the best to a certain locality, and received Ibe 
response, "go two miles down tLU road, and 
you will come back and take the other; then 
go two miles down that, aud you will wish 
you were al the " 

So runs the story; and as we tried only one 
road, can say, if mat was Ibe best, may we 
ever be delivered Irom the other. In liie con- 
struction of the backs, some consideration has 
been exuibited lor the comfort ot the class of 
invalids who are transported iu them. They 
are stout, Sufficiently roomy, the bodies placed 
ou strong but yielding spring-, aud so ar- 
ranged that liie scats can be brought in juxta- 
position, formiug a bed, the division between 
the front seat and the driver laid fiat, and the 
passenger can then assume a seuii-recuinbenl 
position. Others are so arranged, that the in- 
valid can be lilted in, silling in his own large 
easv chair, which is braced securely to prevent 
his tailing, and thus he moves along. It is not 
always the real sick anil afflicted, however, 
who take the hacks, others sometimes pre- 
ferfng them iu oiderto make the journey more 
leisurely. 

Stai ting out from Little Rock, you are in- 
lormed that there are bouses of entertainment 
on the way where you will be duly cared for, 
j and as a sample of the interior hotels of Ar- 
kansas, we will give account as it happened 
to us. Alter proceeding about fourteen miles 
over hills, in the sand, along the base of moun- 
tains and in beds of creeks, we drew up in 
froul of a somewhat neat aud cozy little cot- 
tage, situated on a small eminence, surrounded 
wilh a yard. In the porch were bright, cleau 
wash basins, and clean, while towels. Alter 
performing ablutions and a short rest, dinner 
was announced. The day was bright and ge- 
nial, wilh a mild aud balmy breeze, aud if the 



ups nnd downs or the ride were not soothing 
ti our aches and pains, they had given us an 
ippetite. From the representations made to 
us we had expected one of those good square 
meals, as they are termed, which we pel at the 
hospitable farm bouses in our "old Kentucky 
home;" but we give you the bill of fare and 
let yon judge. -Fat bacon and greens [the bacon 
verg fat and th' greens very green), biscuit pale 
enough to have hud chills, but tough a plenty lo 
be of some age, potatoes and coffee. It is our 
custom to give even old Xick bis due, and we 
will admit that the last article was excellent. 
How it came to form the exception and static 
in such contrast to the bad company of its as. 
sociates is not easily understood, for it is one 
of the things we least expect in traveling to 
find of good quality. In this instance it came 
not amiss— wilh us it is a favorite— and giving 
evidence ol full appreciation, we minced a bis- 
cuit and excused ourselves from further partici- 
pation on the ground of indisposition. Next 
in order was the bill, and the landlord ap- 
proached us with as much importance as if be 
was proprietor of the Fifth Avenue, Continen- 
tal, or (.Lilt House, and replied "one dollar, 
sir." We do not think we were ever 
charged with beiiu stingy, but our purse did 
open rather slowly to this, yet our host had 
made no exception of us, olber way fan rs met 
the same treatment, and being as polite in his 
was ns (he heads of the princely establish- 
ments referred to, the greenback was handed 
over and our journey resumed. 

Sixteen miles beyond, we arrived at the 
half-way bouse, slopping for the night. In 
due time, being seated around the supper ta- 
ble, we saw at n glance it far surpassed the 
dinner. The biscuit were much sicker, half- 
fiicd pork took the pla-c of fat bacon and 
greens, and as' for the coffee, our sympathy 
prevented much of an onslaught upon it, for, 
being debilitated ourselves, we had neither 
disposition or energy to disturb anybody or 
anything in like condition. Worrying through, 
we" soon retired, and found one redeeming fea- 
ture in the establishment— clean and comfort- 
able beds. At an early hour we arose lo make 
good use of lime and close our travel that day, 
but the biscuit were so sick they did not rise 
at all, corn bread being the substitute, with 
the evening accompaniments of pork and im- 
poverished coffee. Anxious lo leave ami hunt 
some other place where a reasonable appetite 
could be indulged, the bill was called for, and 
with even more emphasis than the keeper of 
the dinner stand, we were informed two dollars 
Once under way, we appealed lo our driver to 
hasten to the terminus, as a few more such 
stoppages at places of "entertainmenl for man 
and beast" would leave us but little for extras 
and incidentals al the Springs Taking pr c-s 
as a stand ird, can you deny that we stopped al 
first-class houses J 

Our statement, howr ver, must be confitm d 
as we are only one traveler against two land 
lor Is, :>nd we were gratified, in the course of , 
week, to greet our friend Mr. E.S. T , who hai 
followed in our tracks, lie, loo, had encoui. 
tered the bacon and greens ; bat on the day It 
reached the half-way stand, the host ha, 
ranged a young stag to bite the dust, and b 
the decline of the sun had it all ready lo she 
and broil lor the evening meal, lie pointei 
our friend to it as a good exploit, and gave as- 
surances that he should soon enjoy a taste b 
the tender saddle. He it known that this hous- 
had what Tapper styled a "well Spring o 
pleasure,'' i. e., a babw; and as it was teslin, 
its lungs by a stout, healthy cry, an idei 
struck our townsman. Thought he, "if I g< 
and quiet the juvenile, it will be a passport t, 
the good graces of the mother, and she wil 
see lo it thai I have a nice supper.'' Ksecutioi 
was RS quick as the thought, and in a mouien 
the vouugster was an object of his tenderer 
regard.

He was not to bi 
cheated out ol ft tender morsel, and was hem 
npon a deer light to win it. He had a vision 
of the road to success, ami he Set out to find 
It. That dVeam W is to fee ttie cook — that 
road led to the kitchen. Thither be turned 
his steps, and, casting his eye ou a female 
specimen of African descent, "aunty," Slid be,

Please remember we have been coming the 
belter ro id, the one suggested to the sick who 
are advised not to hurry themselves, bin consult 
their comfort and convenience. How much of 
these blessing are Obtained by coming this 
way, the reader must form his own conclusion, 
and we opine thai the consideration which 
would induce one lo lake the otiier highway 
is, that jolt and toss anil tumble and shake, to- 
gether with our biscuit and our friend's veni- 
son, are lavished upon you in one day and not 
in detail. Oh! how we did long for a railroad 
or wish for a turnpike. We arc informed 
it is iu contemplation lo have the iron horse 
skirt around the mountain range that shuts in 
this spot from the outer world, thus bringing 
the visitor within twenty miles, and for the 
sake of afflicted humanity may that day soon 
come. From the description we have given a 
reasonable inference is, that two things are es- 
t^nli d to any one who determines tr^ come o 
the Hot Springs. 1. Tne visitor must have 
hope "which springs eternal in the human 
bienst," and it must spring strong and high. 
'.*. An indomitable will. Endowed with these 
two requisites he can bid adieu to the endear- 
ments of home, and despite the tediousness and 
miserable accommodations that confront him, 
aud exercising patient endurance he will ulti- 
mately arrive al the

sixty mile3 southwest of Litlle Rock, by he- 
ingVlshered into a barren and rocky valley, one 
mile iu length, varying in width from one to 
two hundred yards, lying due north and south, 
aud bounded by mountains on the east and 
west. Diagonaiv thr^aigji the valley passes a 
small Stream, llot SprWg's creek, a portion of 
its way lying along the base of the eastern 
mountain, in which arc located all but one of 
Ibe springs, and trcm that fact denied the name 
of Hot Spring's mountain. The -4/u/n Spring 
shows itself in a very small but never-failing 
view on the west side of the cacek, and very 
ne».r its margin. The creek is very narrow 
and shallow, yet clear and constant, affords a 
a gocd receptacle for the waste of tho bath. 



houses and the springs coming from the moun- 
tain, and empties itself seven miles distant into 
the Wachila river. Bridges are erected both 
for pedestrians and vehicles at convenient 
points, thus affording easy communication be- 
tween the two sides o( the valley. The village 
contains live hundred inhabitants, eij-hl hotels, 
with another iu process of erection, fifteen 
boarding-houses, two billiard nnd ten drinking 
saloons, thirty places for the sale of merchan- 
dise, from the vendor at the s reet fruit stand 
to the merchant displaying his wares by the 
thousands, four churches, one Catholic and 
three Protestant (Episcopal, Methodist, and 
liaptist) two school houses, one for the while, 
the other for the colored citizens, two drug 
stores, five bath-houses, eleven physicians, three 
blacksmith and one wgaon shop, a Masonic 
Lodge and Chapter, Circulating library, news- 
paper (Hot Spring's Courier), photograph gal- 
lery, jeweiry store, express and telegraph ol- 
lices, one white magistrate and one colored con- 
stable. The houses are all wood, chiefly built 
with the planks upright and snipped, and not 
a half dozen of them plastered ; the partitions 
between, the rooms consist of a single thick- 
ness of plank not over an inch, which, to- 
gether with the ceiiing, are covered wilh paste- 
bo ir.l. and then whitewashed or pjpered. Very 
few have lire-places, the greater number having 
Hues aud healed by stoves. The small space ad- 
mits but litlle room for yards around dwellings, 
and this matters nut, as the ground is so sterile 
that vegetation or shrubbery could never flour- 
ish. As regards thebotels, which are all tilled in 
the Bummer season, the rooms and bedding are 
quite comfortable, and considering ihc bar- 
renness of the country around and Ihc reiuote- 
11 oss from any market of supplies, the tables 
ate reasonably well furnished. The principal 
one is the I lot Springs Hotel, the proprietors of 
which are Messrs. Stilt & Lewis, courteous and 
agreeable gentlemen, ever ready to minister to 
l ie wants of their gncsts. The housekeeper is 
Miss Eliza Burke, formerly of the Capital 
Hotel, whilst under the proprietorship ol 
Messrs. Gray k Salfell. This lady can hardly 
be surpassed in the position .-he occupies, aud 
ibe landlords should deem themselves fortunate 

ill securing the services of one so well adapted 
t • her duties. This establishment is the only 
one that' approximates first-class, and we 
would respectfully suggest to the heads of it 
(he one thing needful to make il so, viz: an 
adept in the art decuisine, or, iu oilier words, a 
good first-rate cook. We do not refer to any 
desire for epicurean dishes wilh high sounding 
unites, but it wants a cook that can serve up 
iu proper style the usual w holesome fares we 
require one day alter another; and if our sugges- 
tion is heeded we guarantee abundant palron- 
ace.

Protecting Animals in Stormy Weather. 

Fanners, generally, do not appreciate the 
Ion sustained in the condition and health at' 
domestic animals !>y their exposure to cold 
ruins and storms. Most animals can endure 
told as long ns they can keep dry, but their 
bodies becoming wet. and kept net. evapora- 
tion commences, which carries off heal rapidly, 
and they are soon drilled through and throuph. 
This almost always deranjj'.s health, and most 
especially with milch cows, which are less 
vigorous and less able to resist sudden changes 
from cold to heat with impunity, but the oppo- 
site is often attended with very injurious con- 
sequences. Again, if even the health of the 
animal is not seriously impaired, a large quan- 
tity of food will be required to sustain the 
heat thus lost, or there must be necessarily a 
waste of Hesh. On the score of economy in 
food, to say nothing of deranged health, it will 
he cheaper to house cattle Iroin cold storms 
and from wet, w hether it be falling rain or 
snow. A certain amount of food is required 
to keep tip the temperature of lire body, and 
in cxttemu cold weather the appetite is much 
sharper than in mild weather. The extra food 
ordiuarily used in cold weather is not employed 
for laying up !lcsh,.but is consumed to make 
heat. It is this principle which renders it 
more expensive lo fatten animals in winter 
titan in warm weather. There is considerable 
difference of opinion among stock men in re- 
gard to the winter management of milch cows. 
The old class of farmers insist that stock is 
healthier when allowed to run in the yard most 
of the day; while others urge that the best re- 
sults are obtained by keeping cows in stable 
most of the lime during winter, allowing them 
to go out each day for water, and returning 
them immediately to the stable. There is no 
doubt but the latter system will require less 
food than the Other, but is not yet fu.ly estab- 
lished that such close conhnenuint is promo- 
tiva of the largest development ot health and 
vigor, even when stables are kept clean and 
well ventilated. In good weather, stock enjoy 
Iheir freedom in the yard, and a few hours 
from their stall in the middle or warm part of 
the day seems to be more in accordance with 
nature, even though more food may be required 
to carry the animal through. Uul in stormy 
weather, or when it is extremely cold, doubt- 
less the best place for cattle is under shelter. 
Nothing pays better than care and attention of 
stock during the winter, and if n saving 13 to 
be made both in food and health, all storms 
and Hidden changes of temperature must be 
guarded against as far as possible. 



•How to Hunt Wild B:c. 

Choose a warm, clear day in the fill, when 
the bees do not find an abundance of honey to 
gather from natural sources. The nccessafj 
articles which we want to take with BB are 
honeycomb and coals of fir,e. Take I'ourorfive 
pounds of liquid honey: i! it has been gathered 
the present season so much the better. Select 
three or four pieces of bright, new comb, and 
as much old comb, which should contain some 
bee-bread. Take an old tin pail that will hold 
live or six quarts, lill it a quarter full of ashes, 
put in some good, hard wood coals of fire, and 
cover them up with more ashes. Get a board 
an inch tiiick and eighteen or twenty inches 
6quare. Bote an inch hole in its centre and 
insert therein a piece of hard woo l two inches 
in diameter and three or four feet in length. 
This is our bee stand. Now, we i:re ready for 
action. Go at least a mile from w here tame 
bees are kept, and as near the locality as con- 
venient where the wild bees are supposed to 
be. Set up your bee Stand. The lower end bf 
the standard should he sharp, that it may read- 
ily enti r the ground. I. ay a piece of the empty 
comb on the stand and lill it with the liquid 
honey. 1'nless the honey bo quite thin it should 
be diluted with water. Now, uncover your 
coals of lire and drop pieces of your old comb 
on them, if the comb be moist and scented 
with a few drops of anise, it will be more sure 
to attract bees to the place. As soon as the 
bees find the honey they will fill themselves 
with it and fly in a direct line lor home. As 
soon as the bees are at work in large numbers, 
follow up the line; but if unsuccessful in find- 
ing the tree, remove your .'.bind for some dis- 
tance away, at right angles from where it stood 
at first. Get the bees at work ns at first, and 
by following up the two lines to where they 
ineot, the treo may be found.

when it is so apt to be attacked by rust; that 
they strengthen the stem and increase its solid- 
ity. All of which aud much more, says the 
Agriculturist, we can readily indorse. Iu fact, 
ashes are an excellent application for all crops, 
and especially for orchards. 



Remedy for Ear Ache. — Generally, heat is 
the best remedy. Apply a warm poultice or 
warm oil to the ear. '.tub the back of the ear 
with warm laudanum. la case of fetid dis- 
charge, carefully syringe the ear with warm 
milk ami water. In all cases keep the ear 
thoroughly cleansed. Relief is often given Dy 
rubbing the back of the ear with a little 
hartshorn and water.
